While visiting the set, Lois 
Joslyn, 19-year-old sophomore at 
MPC and one of 13 college girls 
boarding at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Andi Holme, asked Donahue 
to an informal spaghetti dinner. 
The invitation was accepted for 
Thursday night, March 5th. 

Arriving at 7:30, Mr. Donahue 
immediately put the girl at ease 
with his down to earth—in an in- 
telligent way—sense of humor. 
And so began an interesting and 
informative evening with the girls 
asking questions and Donahue sup- 
plying the answers. The conversa- 
tion ranged from the intricacies of 
Hollywood to high jumping. 

Born in New York and raised on

Long Island, Donahue has worked 
in a clam factory, on a dredge and 
has done newspaper work. His 
education included private school- 
ing, night courses at Columbia and 
one year at West Point. 

Donahue, a blond six footer with 
a slim, wiry build, qualified for the 
Olympics in the high jump while 
attending the Point. 

A broken knee forced him to quit 
the Academy, but he has never re- 
gretted the training he received 
there. It reflects in his quiet man- 
ner and disciplined carriage. 

Donahue, who has always want- 
ed to act, has worked in summer 
stock and has appeared on Tele- 
vision in Rawhide, Wagon Train 
and the Californians. Motion pic- 
tures he has appeared in include 
“Imitation of Life’ and “The Voice 
in the Mirror,” in which he gave 
an outstanding performance as a 
young alcoholic. 

His day may begin anywhere 
from 4:00 to 6:00 a.m. in the morn- 
ing. His evenings are spent going 
over dialogue for the next day’s 
shooting. He pointed out that an 
actors life is more than difficult 
with many _ personal _ sacrifices 
necessary to succeed. 

A motion picture is a delicate, 
yet cumbersome product with 
many specialists and workmen in- 
volved in the making of a film. One 
interesting point he brought out 
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was that the cost of production 
often exceeds a thousand dollars a 
minute. 


The location shots for “Summer 
Place” will be made almost entirely 
on the Peninsula with the rest of 
the shooting to be done in the 
studio. Details such as casts taken 
off of recks on local beaches and 
huge sterio picture backdrops made 
from local scenery make for the 
realism even though a scene is shot 
in the studio. 


Although he prefers pictures, 
Donahue feels that television is 
rewarding. 


On the subject of starting a 
career, the young Scandinavian’s 
basic formula for success in any 
profession is to eat, breath, sleep 
and live that profession, twenty- 
four hours a day. 


For the asipiring actor, his ad- 
vice was: an actor must realize his 
deficiencies and strive to improve 
them; movies are a highly competi- 
tive field and a person should be 
professional in all he does. He 
should evaluate every move he 
makes before he makes it; and 
lastly a person should remember 
that there is always a better way 
to do something. 


“An actor is like an athlete,” said 
Donahue, “he must always train 
and work, especially with his voice. 
The actors tool of the trade is his 
voice.” 


Donahue lists John Saxon, Rich- 
ard Egan, Elvis Presley and Rock 
Hudson among his closer friends 
in Hollywood.

Williams, a freshman sprint star, 
won the hundred in 10 seconds flat

Allums, although finishing a 
close second, broke the school 
record for the 440 by one second. 
The previous record was held by 
Mike Haughton in 1958 of 52.4. 

Crabb won the broad jump with 
a leap of 21 feet 2% inches, but 
has done better in high school.
